“Her grave was more than 00 feet 
below the surface of the plain and 
there was ‘such great pressure of 
earth above it that only the skull 
bones have been receyvered.

“We cannot deduce a great deal 
from her skull, We believe, from 
the teeth, that probably she ate a 
great deal of grain food and other 
gritty substances.
